~ With the present chaotic condition of the Russian 
armies and navy and the multiplicity of authority dele- 
gated to inexperienced men representing different fac- 
uons, political and otherwise, the present outlook is a 
most serious one and not likely to work toward harmony 
of action on the part of the Russian people. It is the old 
axium of too many cooks spoiling the broth and at this 
crucial time when the best brains of the nation should be 


at its command, the reverse is true and the country 1s be- 
ing governed by men who are neither resourceful, nor 


have they the confidence of the people. 

Russia has the men and the fighting spirit to put up 
a stiff resistance, if the man strength and the resources 
can be brought to a proper mobilization, But can they— 
that is the question?

According to Leslie’s Weekly that official has declared 
that without the press the matter of raising the money on 
the liberty bonds would be extremely: difficult, if it could 
be accomplished at all.

' Secretary McAdoo thanked the press of the country 
for the splendid aid it gave in making the liberty loan a 
success at a time when failure was predicted by many. Mr 
Henry P. Davison thanked the publishers of the country 
for their generous aid in his successful effort to raise $100, 
000,000 for the Red Cross fund, and now Provost Marshal 
General Crowder has publicly thanked the newspapers and 
periodicals, saying that but for their generous support and 
the publicity they so freely gave in a “svstematic campaign 
of public information” the enrollment of 10,000,000 men on 
the 5th of June would have been impossible. This is.the 
kind of work that newspapers and periodicals of this 
country are doing in supporting the president and in hold- 
ing up the flag. Yet some members of congress seem to 
forget it and are going out of their way to impose new 
burdens in the shape of increased postal rates and specia 
war taxes on the publishers. It cannot be that they have 
the support of the president and his cabinet in their war- 
fare.
